The 
royal coniiiiis>io:iei's wiiu i ii vest ;;,'ati'd this 
subject a few years ago reported that, ac- 
cording to the evidence laid before tlioin, 
there was an aggrej^ate quantity of 111), 
•180,1)00,000 tons of coal at a workable 
doplh.
